Gettysburg today, how hard it is to 
picture the fearful triduum of those 
days of July 1863, when this beauti­ 
ful city was the scene of a conflict, 
sublime in its victory, no less sub­ 
lime in its defeat. 
To the Gettys­ 
burg of Lincoln’s immortal mes­ 
sage of November 1863, when the 
first m onum ent to its dead was rais­ 
ed, to the Gettysburg th at has in­ 
spired our greatest patriots since 
th at time, to the battlefield th at has 
no likeness in all the world, we have 
made our pilgrimage to celebrate in 
a fitting m anner the 75th anniver­ 
sary of th at conflict. W hat thoughts 
surge in our minds today! How feel­ 
ingly do we recall the sacrifices of 
those who fought here! How grate­ 
ful wfe are th a t God has seen fit to 
allow some of them to return, to 
help us immortalize this battle! How 
fitting th at gathered at the shrine 
of true Americanism, we breathe in 
the lessons of a universal truth, love 
of God begets love of country. 
Next to the love of God, the love 
of country is the noblest affection of 
the hum an heart. 
The land of our 
birth or adopted citizenship has a 
claim on our love and loyalty, that 
reaches down into the very fibre of 
our being. 
To us Americans this 
sentim ent appeals in a special way. 
We feel th a t our country deserves all 
the patriotic iervor that her chil­ 
dren can evoke. To us she is • Tim e’s 
noblest offspring,” more marvelous 
than the fabled domains th at have 
peopled 
the 
im aginations of 
the 
poets and dream ers of the past. In 
our opinion Utopia was never better 
localized th an by the lines that gir­ 
dle our shores and define our bound­ 
aries. 
AMERICA RIVALS 
GLORY OF GREECE 
A little more than 160 years ago, 
our country came into being. Since 
then she has become one of the 
greatest nations the world has ever 
known. 
Her wealth and power and 
influence now rival, if they do not 
surpass, "the glory th a t was Greece 
and the grandeur th a t was Rome.” 
Thirteen small colonies along the 
Atlantic have spread across the con­ 
tinent to the mighty ocean in the 
west, and have enfolded in a gener­ 
ous embrace the vast expanse from 
Canada to the Gulf of Mexico. 
A 
territory of a few hundred thou­ 
sand square miles, has given place 
to one more than three million in 
extent; and a population of less 
than four million, when the first 
president took the oath of office in 
1789. has reached the enormous fig­ 
ure of nearly 122.000.000. 
W ithin the limits of our posses­ 
sions nature has concentrated riches 
in abundance and has lavished her 
gifts in overflowing measure. 
But 
the hold of our country has on our 
loyalty and devotion, is rooted in 
something greater than her m ater­ 
ial blessings. 
To us she stands for 
an experiment in government, that 
satisfies the noblest aspirations of 
mankind. T hat under God the peo­ 
ple rule is the formula that inspired 
her baptism of fire, and the prin­ 
ciple, that consecrates our enthusi­ 
asm for her as the land of destiny. 
TRUE MEANING 
OF DEMOCRACY 
We like to think that in G ods 
Providence, she was meant to be a 
beacon of 
light on the road to 
hum an progress ana th at her m is­ 
sion is to show to the world that 
men are greater than the circum ­ 
stances of birth and position and 
th at they may be trusted to achieve 
life, liberty and the pursuit of hap­ 
piness, according to the principles 
of law and ordered discipline. We 
feel th at these United States are 
tile most patent evidence that demo­ 
cracy is something more than a 
name, and that her history justi­ 
fies tile claim, th a t the choicest 
specimen of political wisdom is en­ 
shrined in government of the people, 
for the people and by tile people. 
With this thought is associated 
the fact th a t this great country of 
ours is now in our keeping We must 
love it. we m ust cherish it. we must 
guard it sacredly. 
We m ust not 
only be always ready to take up the 
sword in its defense when necessary, 
but we m ust be ever doing all that 
lies in oui power to make it a most 
united, free and prosperous country. 
Union, freedom and prosperity com­ 
bined. are tile three elements of a 
greatness th a t leaves no room for 
further ambition. 
ETERNAL LIGHT 
SYMBOLIZES UNITY 
By union is implied, not only that 
political tie th at binds together the 
component parts of our nation, but 
especially 
th at 
mystical 
bond of 
brotherhood, which makes all men 
one. 
This is the unity symbolized 
by tile ‘‘eternal light” which will be 
dedicated this evening—a union of 
States—a union of all men. 
We 
should be brothers and we should 
never perm it our national lite to be 
em bittered or disturbed by conten­ 
tions or wranglings about subjects 
th a t have no reference at all to 
our political condition. 
Hence, for 
instance, the question of a m ans 
religion should never enter into de­ 
bates th a t relate to the making and 
enforcing of laws, and above all 
should never control the decision of 
the ballot box 
A m ans religion 
is ins ow'ii affair, it concerns no one 
else. 
The ballot box is a political in­ 
strum ent th a t should be used only 
to promote the cause of good gov­ 
ernm ent, not to ostracize or crush 


honest men because they are not of 
the same religion as ourselves. It is 
our aim as a people to have good 
laws, and good men in office to en­ 
force them, men who will be always 
guided by justice and im partiality, 
and who will ever be looking after 
the best interests of the public. 
W hen we find such men. we m ust 
elect them, whether they be B ap­ 
tists or Congregationalists, Quakers, 
Catholics, Jews or Infidels. 
Politi­ 
cal qualifications are to be treated 
as articles of merchandise. 
W hen 
we are about to make a purchase, 
It is the quality and price of the 
goods, not the religious opinions of 
the m erchant, th at we take into 
consideration. 
SHOULD REMOVE 
RACE DISTINCTION 
Along with the question of relig­ 
ion th a t of race, too. should be com­ 
pletely removed from our civil life. 
The 
distinction 
of 
races 
among 
American citizens is alien to the 
spirit of our constitution and should 
not be countenanced, 
To do away 
with the irritating prejudices th a t 
arise from this source, it is well to 
remember th a t to immigration, is to 
be ascribed the origin, and in no 
small degree the prosperity, of this 
great country. 
We are a nation of 
im m igrants. If we did not come here 
voluntarily 
ourselves, our 
fathers 
came before us. 
They came in the 
caravels of Columbus, in the M ay­ 
flower of Miles Standish and in the 
prison hulks of Cromwell 
They 
came 
with the Spaniards to St. 
Augustine, with the French to Caro­ 
lina, with Raleigh to Roanoke, with 
Carrol to Baltimore. 
They came 
with 
Cabot, 
with 
Hudson, 
with 
Drake and Balboa. 
If we are no^ 
then, im m igrants ourselves, we are 
surely, the sons of im migrants. 
However, although we are thus 
formed from and enlarged by, so 
m any dissimilar elements, we m ust 
never forget th a t we are a people 
entirely distinct from every other 
people. 
We are all assimilated to­ 
gether in one great body, by the 
chemistry of citizenship 
We are 
Americans 
and 
Americans 
only. 
Let us therefore discard religious 
and race prejudices from among us. 
Let us foster toward each other the 
sincere and warm affection of true 
brotherhood and our nation will be 
to us a source of happiness and job, 
of far-reaching influence and of gi­ 
gantic strength. 
LIBERTY’ DEPENDS ON 
GOVERNMENT OF LAW 
Besides 
making 
this 
the 
most 
united, we should leave nothing u n ­ 
done to make it the freest country 
also. "Liberty,” says Patrick Henry, 
“liberty, the greatest of all earthly 
blessings—give 
us 
th at 
precious 
jewel and you may take everything 
else.” Before we proceed any fu rth ­ 
er, let us inquire w hat is the m ean­ 
ing of this word liberty. 
Liberty 
does not consist, as all learned m en 
will tell us, in doing as one pleases; 
th at would be license. 
Liberty is 
living under a government of law. 
R estraint and compulsion, therefore, 
constitute the very essence of liber­ 
ty, so much so. that all law givers 
from 
Confucius downwards, 
have 
never sought in their enactm ents 
w hat a person MAY do, as much 
as what a person MAY NOT do. 
This is so true th at it applies even 
to the divine law, which is founded 
on checks, lim itations and restraints 
and enforced by menaces and pen­ 
alties. 
W ithout law. there can be 
no such thing as liberty, and as it 
is equally certain that without re­ 
ligion there can be no such thing 
as 
law, 
it 
follows 
as a 
logical 
consequence, that unless we are re­ 
ligious people we cannot be a free 
people. Law depends upon religion. 
We all. unhappily, know and feel 
the great inclinations within us to 
evil. There is a charm, an infatua­ 
tion, connected with what is wrong, 
that draws our hearts off captive, 
notw ithstanding the earnest protest 
of our better judgment. To strength­ 
en our wills against this seductive 
power of evil, we have need of an 
agent that will enable us to su r­ 
m ount all tem ptations, under w hat­ 
soever circum stances they may oc­ 
cur. 
The observance of the laws, 
hum an and divine, and the practice 
of morality, cannot bt1 left to the 
fickle 
fancies 
of 
the 
individual. 
Should men choose between right 
and wrong, only from a sense of 
external propriety, from hum an re­ 
spect. or on account of the good or 
evil temporary consequences of their 
action, vice would multiply in a 
m anner that would defy every effort 
of the civil authorities; wickedness 
would be committed in a thousand 
ways, that no hum an laws could 
reach, crimes would be perpetrated 
against nature, that would destroy 
the individual and the family, and 
th a t would sap and underm ine Hie 
very foundations of society. 
TEACH YOUTH 
RELIGIOUS PRINCIPLES 
Against such an inundation of 
evil, religion is the only barrier we 
can oppose, and by religion I do not 
mean any compound of hysterical 
sentim entalities or of vague, unde­ 
termined, fluctuating notions, but 
I mean those sound fixed principles 
of reveled truth, th at owe their im ­ 
mutability to the very unchange­ 
ableness of God Himself, and that, 
looted in the intelligence and the 
heart, are also capable of sustain­ 
ing their possessor in the hour of 
trial 
and 
tem ptation. 
In 
order, 
therefore, th a t we may be a free 
people, we m ust be a religious peo­ 
ple. 
Since we wish our children to 
inherit the liberties we now enjoy. 
We endeavor to make them relig­ 
ious also. 
While we are instilling 
into their youthful minds the rudi­ 
m ents of secular learning, we use 
every effort 
to impress on their 
hearts, the principles of the holy 
gospel, the love and fear of God, 
This is why Catholics, while pay­ 
ing taxes to support public schools, 


(likewise burden themselves with the 
; added 
expense 
of 
building 
and 
; m aintaining schools to give 2,554,209 
; children an education in religion 
| together with secular studies. 
Did 
| you ever think w hat an enormous 
expense this is, and w hat a saving in 
taxes it is, to those who are not of 
the Faith? 
The figures are appal- 
ing. 
According to statistics it costs 
the State a little over $120 a year to 
educate a child and m aintain the 
schools. 
Bear in mind th at this 
does not include the original cost of 
the buildings. 
Catholics at their

OF EPISODE ON 


ROAD TO G-BURG 


The following article concerning 
General Pickett api>eared in a New 
York newspaper on Sunday: 
Seventy-five years ago General 
Pickett, leading the men who a few 
days later were to take p art with 
him in the charge at Gettysburg, 
W hi ch is being commemorated on 
the battlefield, wrote a letter to Miss 
La Salle Corbeil, who became h i s 
wife,
